Vuis evening to make some remarks in regard 
to countries yuu see represented upon this map 
of Ocvanica, which is roughly drawn, for the 
want of suitable material. But it reminds me 
of # story concerning ope of the first map- 
makers, whose name was Perestrello, who, 
under the direction of a Purtuguese prince, 
wade maps aud charts in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. Jrevious to that time mariners had no 
drawn surveys of ocean routes for their guid- 
ance. ‘he wife of Perestrello partook of his 
seal, and sacrificed portions of ber wardrobe, 
upon which he might trace his hydrographic 
vbservations. A daughter of this man married 
Columbus, who was greatly aided by many 
important suggestions gathered from the first 
maps made by his father-in-law, end which, 
doubtless, led in part to his great discuveries. 
I cannot, however, hope for such splendid re- 
sults from the rude map before you. 

l wish to lead you in thought across the 
Pacific, from the Valley of the Great Salt Lake, 
to those regions lying between Australia and 
the Asiatic continent. 


As I contemplate the thousands and tens of 


thousands of islands that dot this great ocean, 
and call to mind the singular fate that attended 
the first discoverers, missionaries and otbers, 


who have ventured in these seas, or approached 


them, @ feeling of sadness arises within me. 


Bartholomew Diaz, who first discovered the 
Cape of Good Hope, and was the first European 
navigator that entered the Dacific Ocean by 
that route, perished in a storm; and bis super- 
atitious countrymen supposed that bis destruc- 
the anger of the storm 


tion was occasioned by 
gods that abide near that terrible cape. 


There was Tasman, who discovered Van 
Diemen’s Land, or as it is now called ‘Tas- 
mania. And it would be interesting to speak 
of Schouten, and of another Dutch vavigator, 
Eendraght, who discovered ® portion of the 
coast of Australia. 

The last one that I shall mention of the 
mournful list, is De Laval, a French navigator, 
who discovered the Maldives,a very nume- 
rous group of islands near the cxtremity of the 
peninsula of Hindostan. ‘There are said to be 
about twelve thousand islands in that group; 
and about eight hundred of them are inhabit- 
ed. De Laval was an intelligent man, and a 
man of a philosophic mind. He set out with 
a desire for discovery. When he arrived at 
these islands, be had a strong desire to iin- 
part knowledge to the natives, and give them 
some ideas how to construct more comfortable 
dwellings, how te improve in the construction 
of their cavoes, and in the cultivation of the 
soil. He also taught them how to take care of 
some useful domestic animals, which he had on 
board of his vessel. Notwithstanding his bene 
volent services, he was placed in astate of pain- 
ful captivity, in which condition he remained 
for five years. On one occasion, when fecling 
very despondent,and baving lost Lope of secing 
his country again, he bad a very impressive 
dream, that he should be shortly liverated; 
and it was intimated to his mind, that he 
should return to his country, aud should pre- 
pare himscif to @evote a more special attention 
to the instruction of those islanders. It is a 
singular fact recorded in history, that the day 
following, there arrived ua ficet of small vessels 
which belonged to the Rajah of Bengal, who 


of the gutta percha, and it is evident that with 
an unrestrained commereé, this valuable gum 
might be obtained at a cost of one-eighth of its 
present value in American markets. Gold thas 
been found in large flakes or sheets in the 
island of Celebes, and the neighboring islands; 
and there are evidences that the yield of that 
precious metal in Celebes might equal, if not 
surpass, the production of the neighboring ter- 
ritory Of Australia. Tin has been found on 
many small islands in the neighborhood of 
Banca, and there is no doubt but that the yield 
of this useful and profitable metal in several of 
these islands might excved those of the Banca 
mines, whenever public enterprise shall be di- 
rected in that quarter. The great unexplored 
island of New Guinea bas affurded glimpecs of 
possessing great mincral and forest wealth, 
and at present sustains a lucrative native 
commerce, to the amount of several millions 
of rupees, in birds of paradise feathers, 
tripang, ancl massoy. 

‘The immense wealth of the archipelago 
bas been hoarded for ages, ite mild climate and 
productive soil have absolved the native popu- 
lation from the necessity of systematic labor. 
European and American eaoterprise is required 
to put in active exerciseits productive faculties. 
The archipelago contains laborers sufficient, if 
their labor ia intelligently directed, to put in 
motion the machinery of a vast comwervce. 
Its political and social orgavization is such, 
that it may become, under proper control, an 
important instrument in opening their ample 
resources. 

‘The native population is predisposed to

City. Other articles of food can be bought in 
the same ratio. 

This extraordinary fertility is manifest in the 
rankness of vegetation everywhere. The luxa- 
riant grasses grow down to the water's edge. 
The timber is very heavy. Some enormous 
cypress trees were pointed out to me near 
Chapultepec, in Mexico, which are supposed to 
be the largest in the world, requiring seven 
men with outstretched arms to encircle them; 
but, I observed trees on theisland of Sumatra, 
that would require nine 1.en with arms ex- 
tended to stretch round them, and I have been 
informed by Malays who have visited New 
Guinea that there are trees upon this island 
evey more enormous, which, judging from the 
wccounts given of them, must be, as supposed 
with regard to those in Mexico, of antedi- 
luvian growth. The very atmosphere 
seems toimpart extraordinary vigor to vege- 
tation. It will put forth even when anstlal 
by immediate contact with the soil. I have 
heard it remarked that you may pull up any 
plant on these islands at any time, and 
tle it pst the bark ofany tree, and it will 
not perish, but will put forth tender roots, and 
will draw sustenance from the insterstices of 
the bark, and live and flourish as a parasite on 
that tree. The most beautiful flowering 
shrubs of that island sre parasites; they grow 
like the mistletoe on the oak. Ihave counted

Of the pineapple there are many varieties; and 
they are far more delicious in these islands 
than those found in the West Indies, or in 
South Amcrica. 

There are about forty varieties of the banana, 
which are entirely peculiar to the island of 
Javaalone. There are bananas on that island 
not larger than my finger, and there are others 
a foot or more in length; all of which are de- 
licious and healthful; and which I ate daily in 
the place of flour bread. 

There is a great variety of fruit found in 
profusion upon every island. I did not visita 
single island where I did not find in abundance 
the cocoa-nut. That you find everywhere in 
Oceanica, but in these islands more abundantly. 
There you find the ketapan-nut, which has a 
wonderful effect upon the human hair, and 
from which is extracted the celebrated Ma- 
cassar oil; two or three applications of it will 
improve the growth of the hair, darken its 
hue, and imparts to it a disposition to curl. 


I ought not dismiss the especialities of the

The largest portion of them ere captured 
on the spice isiands, which are not moe than 
hundred miles from New Guinea. They seem 
to be attracted by the delight/ul olor that is con- 
finually wafted from these wlands. They are 
not observed to feed upon any'hi g,but merely to 
hover eround ia the humid atmosphere tl at con- 
tinually rest over these islan’s, aod they seem to 
delight in breathing this ercmatic atinosphere. 
Whea the winds blow, they descend to the 
earth, and being clumsy in allempting to rise 
again, they are easily captured by the natives. 
There are a great variety of b autiful small 
birds, some not larger than « torti!, that have « 
plumage the base of which is a snowy while, and 
eovered with smell distinct purple spots. And 
there is the Java sparrow that resembles a 
beautiiul work im wex. It has a whiteand black 
plamnge peculiarly blended.

The trade in that article alone, in 
Java, amounted, iast year, to about seven 
wandred and twenty-seven thousand dull irs; and 
that only for prime cost and exportation. The 
Chinese pul them mto soup, and the g eater 
amount of bird’s nests ttrere are at their feasie 
the greater oT to be the wealth of the 
entertainer. we wealth is indicated by that 
article, ag the wealtl: of the people of otber va. 
tiens is by the amount of gold and silver p'ate 
they can displey upon their tubles. Afier the

Quantities of the epawn of certain sea 
Gsh, which are found in the sands on the coast, 
‘are place | in ponds, and by means of this spawn 
the natives raise immense quantities of fish, 
without havirg to co to sea to catch them.

Of serpents, the most dange:ous are found
